Captain General Blanco, 
under instructions from Madrid, has de- 
layed his preparations for going, and it 
is now announced that the city cannot 
be surrendered before the beginning of 
next year.

the Cuban capital.

The trouble at the Leech Lake Indian 
reservation is creating much uneasiness 
here and throughout the northwestern 
part of the state.

No trouble has ever be- 
fore occurred with them. In ISC'* -»t 
the time of the Sioux masscere. they 
were friendly to the whites and gave 
the troops sent against the Sioux mater-

assistance. The present trouble 


grows out of an attempt of the United 
Stales marshal to arrest some members 
of the tribe accused of larceny. 
This 


the tribe did not propose to permit, and 
about two hundred warriors threaten a 
general raid upon the white settlements 
it their comrades are molested.

Alva T. Kussell. of this city, and a 


party of Beloit friends now in ' camp at 
Pike Lake. Barren county. Wis.. have 
been facing deaili during 'the past three 
days. Raging forest tires have swept 
everything before them in the vicinity 
of Pike Lake, and that they escaped 
without injury has indeed been miracu- 
lous when one takes into consideration 
that scores of lives were sacrificed and 
property damaged to -the 
extent of 


thousands of dollars. 


In a letter 
received in the city this 


morning Mr. Russell states that 
the 


fires bordering on their little camp were 
terrible and beyond description. 
They 


swept everything in sight in less time, 
than it takes to describe the. details. 


Miivoc 
Or I'ii-i: 


A large bridge 
within but a short 


way of their.quarters was burned to a 
cinder-in a very short time. 


In Ban-on county from the town of 


Clinton a burned body was found on 
the bank of Yellow river with its feet: in 
Die water. 
The feet were badly burned 


and appearances indicate that 'the man 
had sought the river for safety. 


The danger is now thought to be 


over, though it is still unsafe" to travel 
through some of the burned districts in 
the vicinity of Cumberland. 


The property loss in Ban-on county 


will aggregate 8400,000. Besides the 
farm 
buildings and 
crops 
a large, 


amount of stock lias been burned and 
much hardwood ' timber destroyed. 
A 


crew of men was engaged today 
bury- 


ing the bodies of animals in the' fire dis- 
trict. 
They were strewn 
along the 


highways and througn the timbered 
sections. 


Narrow Ksciipe, 


Many of those whose homes were 


burned had very narrow escapes. Some 
have been badly burned and others have 
suffered greatly from the dense smoke. 
Four years ago this section was burned 
out, but the loss was nothing compared 
to the present fire, which ^has simply 
left a trail of charred trees and piles o'f 
smoking ruins. 


Mr. Kussell in his letter stated that 


they had escaped all injury, and that he 
would write more details later. 


For several years past Beloit friends 


have joined him in this city .and together 
they have made their way into the north- 
ern pinery region to spend several weeks 
in fishing and hunting. 
This year the 


camp is made up of Alva liiissell. of 
Janesville. Gus Gaston anil Anderson, 
of Beloit. George Sparks, also of' Be- 
loit. was a member of the camp until a 
few days ago. when ho returned home..

Savannah, Ga., Oct. 3.—For eight- 


een 
hours, from 
3 o'clock 
Sunday 


morning until 9 o'clock at night, Sa- 
vannah was in the grasp of a West 
Indian cyclone. During that time the 
wind blew steadily from fifty to sev- 
enty miles an hour. 


While the city escaped with compar- 


atively Uttle damage fhe loss of prop- 
erty among the sea islands 
of 
the 


Georgia and South Carolina coast is 
believed to be heavy. 
For miles in 


every direction around Savannah 
the 


lowlands along the rivers are sub- 
merged. Only one fatality has so far 
been reported—the drowning of a ne- 
gro—but heavy loss of life is feared on 
the South Carolina sea islands, where 
such a fearful loss of life occurred dur- 
ing the great tidal storm of 1893. The 
conditions now are similar to those 
during that storm. Owing to the sub- 
merged country and the isolated lo- 
cation of the islands no news can be 
had from them until the water sub- 
sides. 


For eight miles north of Savannah 


the entire country is a lake, with only 
the hummocks visible. 
At noon the 


•water was eight feet above the high- 
est tide. Driven on shore by the north- 
east storm it piled up on the islands 
and swept over banks and dams, car- 
rying away the remnant of the rice 
crop that was left by the August storm 
and wiping out farm crops. The loss 
to river growers alone will be from 
¥50,000 to $75,000. 


Of the entire rice crop along the 


Savannah river, valued at $250,000, all 
but about 15 per cent was lost in this 
and the preceding storm. 
The dam- 


age to shipping is considerable. 


The extent to which the railroads 


suffered is not fully known. The na- 
val stores and" cotton and lumber yards 
of the Plant system are submerged 
and the tracks of the Central railroad 
of Georgia and the Georgia & Ala- 
ibama railroad around the city 
are 


covered. 
The north-bound express on

Tannah and separating the city from 
the South Carolina shore, there were 
many negro families rescued by boats 
from the revenue steamers Tybee and 
Boutwell. Upward of a hundred peo- 
ple were brought from the island to 
the city in boats.

•work. At night the wind subsided, but 
the water, which receded with the ebb 
of the tide during the afternoon, had 
again risen.

WORLD'S DIRTIEST PEOPLE. 


Residents of tlic Caucasus Who Host 


Four Days a Week and Never Wash. 
According to Le Petit Journal of 


Paris, the dirtiest people in the world, 
dirtier even than Lieut. Peary. found 
the Eskimo, have recently 'been dis- 
covered by a Russian traveler and ex- 
plorer, M. Zienoviff, in the Caucasus. 
They dwell in an almost inaccessible 
mountain range in a strip of territory 
between the Black sea and the Caspian 
sea; and for the last 2,500 years, ac- 
cording to the scientist, they have re- 
mained in the same primeval condi- 
tion. They are called Svanctias, and 
their village, although consisting of 
miserable stone hovels, without any 
attempt at form or adornment, even 
such as nature might suggest to them, 
is not without a certain picturesque- 
ness when seen from a distance. With- 
in, however, the huts are desperately 
filthy, being filled with rags, skins, 
vermin and dirt of every description. 
Like the Eskimo and certain Austra- 
lian tribes and the Pueblos, they have- 
no fireplaces, their cooking being done 
by a fire kind.led in a hole scooped out 
in the middle of the floor. 
In these 


houses, many of which measure only 
10x14 feet, men and women and chil- 
dren are huddled together, as many 
as eight or twelve persons often occu- 
pying a single hut, and in the winter 
•their cattle and mountain sheep share 
their quarters. 
Every aperture is clos- 


ed on account of the cold. 
Horrible 


diseases arise from this long imprison- 
ment, aggravated by an abnormal con- 
sumption of arrak, a distilled drink of 
the Asiatics. Strange as it may seem, 
they have adopted the holidays decreed 
by almost every religious sect. Thus 
four days in a week no work is done. 
The only industries of the people are 
farming, bee culture and cattle breed- 
ing; and throughout their territory 
there is not a single manufactured ar- 
ticle.

Globes Better Than Maps. 


Globes are much better than maps, 


but they must be very big globes, was 
the burden of an address recently de- 
livered to the Royal Geographical so- 
ciety in London by Prof. Elisee Re- 
clus, the famous 
French geographer 


and. anarchist. 
He said that the in- 


terests of education as well as of truth 
demanded that curves should be rep- 
_resented by curves, and a sphere or 
fragment of a sphere reproduced by 
another 
sphere 
or 
fragment of a 


sphere. 
Special interest attaches to 


what he said of exaggerated relief on 
plans ot' globes. 
For instance: "The 


system of exgagerating altitudes was 
utterly bad, contrary to real science, 
and ought to be discouraged by all 
geographers having respect for nature 
and her laws. 
All the pseudo-relief 


maps showing slopes with three, fifty, 
a hundred times the real proportions 
were the outcome of a childish love ol 
exaggeration. 
Even on a globe of 1 


to 1,000,000 the great masses of high- 
lands and mountains, 3,000 feet 
in 


height, would hardly appear above the 
plains, and only by the contrast of 
light and shade; but summits of 10.- 
000 to 14,000 feet would be seen per- 
fectly well. 
If a very large globe were 


constituted on the scale of 1 to 100,000 
the rugosities of the surface might be 
finely drawn even in the case of hills 
and hillocks 150 feet in height.

of 
such 
ordinary 


heights which every one was accus- 
tomed 
to see gave an unexpected ail- 


vantage by furnishing a standard of 
comparison."
